Mrs. Southworth— Emma Doro- 
thy Eliza Nevitte Southworth, to 
give her full name— was born in 
/wAVashington in 1829. At twenty -one 
was married to Frederick H. 
\i^|^thwortb, and when she first 
found four years later that it was 
necessary for her to help support 
JLtiie family, she took a position as a 
^kacher. The opening wedge which 
short stories made to an income 
soon caused her to abandon the 
pedagogue's task and turn entirely 
to literature, She was able to make 
the paper which published her sto^ 
ries the roost popular periodical of 
the time. 

Mrs. Southworth's novels, ol 
which she wrote seventy-five, were 
full of dramatic incident and excite- 
ment. Some were lurid and highly 
sensational, but there is much 
stron^f dialog^ue and good descrip- 
tive work in them. One novel al- 
most for each year of her life— that 
is her record.

Such is the remarkable claim of 
Mrs. Eddy, who straightway wrote 
a book which sells for $5 a. copy, 
and which has been bought by sev 
eral hundred thousand of her fol 
lowers, who study it with a rever 
ence second only 'to the Bible. To- 
day Mrs. Eddy is not only the head 
of the church, having more tha 
million avowed followers in 
United States, but her^word is the 
sole law of the church.

A pow- 
rfiil pas w ill be developed. ^Itnn- 
ime (lie uioulh of the jug ghoitid lie 
connoctod to tho steam tube of the 
engine by a stimt niMier hose. 'J'lierc 
i.iould be a stojicock either on the 
en.i,'iiic or at tlie mouth of the juc. 
Unit the (low of ga^; can be coiitrulle>l. 
Simple as the airangement may ap- 
pear, it will nrsult in the engine run- 
ning qurte rapidly as long as the gas 
holds out. Of course when it is all 
gone you may turn off the stppeock 
and allow more gas to be reproduced 
in the jug. In the absence of an en- 
gine (which, by tho way, can be pur- 
ohased for less than a dollar) you 
mighl operate a miniature fountain 
by using a jSne quill in the cork. The 
gas taV» ^ this case slionld <be at- 
tached flnnly to the lower nozzle of 
the bottle.

"I remember the relief with which, 
after long feeling the sway of Frank- 
lin's imperlurbablo common sense, I 
came upon a project of his for a new 
version of the Book of Job, to replace 
the old version, the style of which, 
says Franklin, has become ob^^ob te. 
and thence less agreeahle. '1 givf.' 
he continues, 'a few verses, wbieli 
may servo as a sample of the kind of 
version I would recommend. We all. 
recollect the famous verse is our 
translation: "Then Satan answered 
the Lord, an<l said, Doth Job fear 
God for nought?" Franklin make? 
this: "Does your majesty imagine t bat 
Jobs good conduct is the eiTect ol 
mere personal attachment and alTec 
tion?" I well remember bow, ulirr 
first I read that I drew a deeji breatb 
of relief, and said to jnysr If, '.\ ft era 11 
there is a stretch of humanity beyond 
franklin's victorious good sense. 
The lover of literary ottriosities may 
be almost sorry that Franklin's pi 
posal never got any further." 

It is a pity that Franklin could not 
read both these judgments, for no 
one would have cnjeyed such "liter- 
ry curiosities" more, and that he 
should have successfully deceived 
biographers and critics is only a fur- 
ther monument to his cleverness in 
letters. 

Franklin attempted a far more dif- 
ficult piece of Biblical revision, how- 
than a paraphrase of Job, by 
ting the Lord's Trayor. His 
draft, which has been strangely over- 
looked by his editors and biographers, 
though imperfect, gives reasons for 
each suggested change, too long to 
be included here, though most inter- 
esting'. The te.xt of the prayer, as far 
as extant, was: 

"Pleavenly Father. May all re- 
vere thee. And become thy dufiftil 
Children and faithful Subjects. May 
thy Laws bo obeyed on Earth as per- 
fectly us they are in Heaven. Provide 
for us this Day as thou hast hitherto 
daily done. Forgive us our Tres- 
passes, and cnablo us likewise to for- 
give those that offend us. Keep us 
out of Temptation."

The most deadly kind of jealousy 
of all Dr. Keyrs found to he insane 
jealousy. This is often a -jinniaiie.nis 
outburst, and is part at times ol a si'n- 
cral per.-eeutii.nal state. I'artieiunrly 
is this so of ah'ohi.lic insanity. This 
is true nf S(i per ecnt. of alcohol 
psyclio-de;,a'iierates, and jealousy ap- 
pears often at the onset of intoxica- 
tion and leads the patient to bloody, 
sometimes mortal, acts against the in- 
noeont victims of their suspicion. 

In insane jealousy the imagination 
ha* for its cause some infidelity of the 
loved one — a creation of the mind. 
Under the mastery of this strong emo- 
tion what chimes in with it is retained 
and other things kcpjt out of sight. 
Then all that lie sees, hears, or feels, 
the unsuspected porfumo of a hand- 
kerchief; etc., all furai.-!h traces of an 
odious infidelity, and all acts are in- 
terpreted in the light of the delusion. 

As to jealousy with a real cause, 
says Dr. Kcycs, if we were to analyze 
this phenomena wo could cxjdaiu itas 
a sort of p.«yc!iie irritation, an arrest 
of natural tendencies. That is, the 
normal faculties are paralyzed. The 
morbid feelings come into action and 
control tb# lK>dy aod mind.— ST. Y. 
Journal. 

THE UMBRELLA'S STORY. 

Hm Been Popular in EoKland Little
